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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's election of s in the reply filed on Group I, Species I, claims 1-13 in the 
reply filed on 01/6/05 Is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has 
been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). Applicant states that 
claims 4-13 are readable on species I. However, Examiner believes claim 1 further 
reads on elected species I. Claims 2,3,4,14-17 are withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no 
allowable generic or linking claim. 
Claim 4 depends on none elected claim 2. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 5-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particulariy point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1, 5-13, line 1, the term "wall/roof is unclear if applicant is claiming both wall 
and roof or either term. 

In claim 5, line 5, the expression "2 slide rail rails" is unclear; and in line 6, the 
expression "said rear support posts" lacks antecedent basis. 
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In claims 10,11, line 2, the tenn "sandstone disk/sandpaper cylinder" is unclear if 
applicant is claiming both sandstone disk and sandpaper cylinder or either term; and in 
line 2, the expression a sandstone disk/sandpaper cylinder or a metal cylinder" is 
unclear which element applicant is referring to. 

In claim 12, lines 2,3, the expression "said elastic mass is a cylinder fomied through a 
covering a elastic gum on a bushing or pulling a plurality of springs between the fixing 
disks of s cylinder" is unclear. 

Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claim 1 , as well as understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Ronvold et al. (2,755,606). 

Ronvold et al. discloses a machine for grinding concrete ceiling comprising a lifting 
platfomn (45) and a polishing unit (47) installed on the lifting platform (see fig. 2). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-13 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth In this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
